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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 1—14 and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

a. The following claims are vague, indefinite, akwardky, and confusingly 
worded: 

i. "it" in claim 1 , lines 7&8, the limitation must be positively recited 
with the proper antecedent basis. 

ii. Claim 6 states that the guide vane in mounted to the resilient 
material but it is not it is mounted to the chamber wall. And claim 12 is 
indefinite because these member are not disclosed to be integral. 

iii. Claim 14 is indefinite because what limitations are being claimed. 
The limitations of claims 2-7 need to be positively recited. 

b. Regarding claim 1 0.LINE 2, the phrase "foam-like or the like" renders the 
claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually 
disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of 
the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Applicant should use 
foam-type. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6, 8, 9, 11-14, and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Worwag (5293665). 

Worwag discloses vacuum cleaner head having agitator (4), air turbine/guide 
vane( 10), and a restriction device (31). 

4. Claims 1-4, 6, 8, 9, 11-14, and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Worwag (5416948). 

Worwag discloses vacuum cleaner head having agitator (13), air turbine/guide vane( 
19), and a restriction device (81&83). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 5, 7, and 10 are would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
